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REIVIARKS 



Claims 1-5 luc pfcsentl) pendinu ia the application. Reconsideration and allowance of all claims 
are respecti\ill\ requested in \ iew oi the following remarks. 

The Examiner has rejected Claims 1-5 under 35 LJ.S.C. vij 103(a) as being tinpatentable over 
Holberg et al. in view of Cilenn et al. 

Claims 1, 4, and 5, have been amended to further define the configuration ot the wiring pattern 13 
and the disposition of the lens 20 above the light-transmissibie board 10. 

lor the following reasons the prior art rejection is respectfully traversed. 

I he Applicants respectfully submit that neither Holberg et al. nor Glenn et al. teaches or suggests 
an image pickup device wherein the wiring pattern formed on the light-transmissible board is configured 
to match an eleetrode arrangement of the image pickup element and a terminal arrangement of a 
connector, as recited in amended Claims 1, 4, and 5. 

Rather, Holberg et al.. disclose a light transmissible board (PC board 101 ) having a wiring pattern 
(PC board traces 302) formed in regularly spaced rectangular pads, but fails to disclose a wiring pattern 
configured to match an electtxKle arrangement of tiie image picktip element 201 and a terminal 
arrangement (^f a connecl(^r. 

In contrast, wirmg pattern 13 of tiie present iinention. is configured to match an electrode 
arrangement of the image pickup element 1 1 and a terminal arrangement tif the conneettM" 4. 

f urther, neither Holberg et al. nor (ilenn et al. teaches t^r suggests an image pickup dev ice 
including a lens holder unit comprising a lens w hich is mounted abov e the other surface of the light- 



inounlcd abo\ e il. w it I unit Ix'iiclit ol' a lens holder unit 
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Ho\\c\cr. in the present iinention. the light-transmissible board 101 ineludes a lens holder unit 
18. 1*-) w hich holds a lens 20 abo\ e the board 1 0 and abo\e the photodetecting portion 1 5. 

AccordingK, Claims 1, 4, and 5, are not ob\'ious o\er either the individual or the eonibinatioii of 
the llolberg et al. and (jlenn et al. reterenees, and tiie rejection ol Claims 1. 4. and 5 under 35 IJSC 103 
should be w ithdrawn. 

i urther. since Claims 2 and 3 depend from Claim 1, they are also patentably distinguishable o\er 
either the indiv idual or the combination of the Holberg et al. and the Cilenn et al. references for the 
reasons cited above with respect to Claims U 4, and 5.
